This J was willing to 
mention befoze ſo noble an Auditozp, that it might be 
known I bad ſufficient Reaſon ofdeſerting the Wozld, 
and diſtruſting the treacherous and uncerfain Favozs 
of Foztune. Could J-bave ſafely bzought mp Wealth 
hither, as I intended, J bad offered all here to Chari: 
table uſes; wbich would have been to me a great ſolece 
and delight : but 'tis otherwiſe. . Therefoze the true 
reaſon of this mp defired retirement. is the obſervance 
of the great Gno2mities;Purthers , Thefrs, Rapines , 
and infinite other Uillanies daily comitted by Perſons , 
p2ofeſſing and pzetending alwaps the contrary : who con- 
demning Purthers, daily kill; blaſting Thievery with 
an iluname, all waps prattice-it; contemptibip fpeaking 
of Aapines (as ſoadid baſe Acts} never ceaſe Ravening;

Pert are a great number Weaſts ent- 
tred this Kingdom in queft of pou, whem ik they take 
and carry alive into Fecaria,they ſhalt he hight y Keward- 
ed; and he that alone takes pou and carries pou alive 
to Court, is pzomiſed no leſs than a Lo2dſhip : if be 
cannot take pou alive, be ſhall haveagreat Kecompence 
foz ponr Þead pzeſented to the Ring. Jknow you map 
eſcape all theſe well enough, if pou be careful; but how 
oʒ which wap pou will evade Quick-ſc-:nr (who is moze 
than all pour other Purſwers) Jcannot tell. When I 
know pour Lodging, J will divert them from pou as well 
as à can. Then did the Fox after great thanks given. 
to the Badger, ſhew him his Lodging, Pereupon thep 
agreed where to meet every Night, then the Badger left 
bim, and the remainder of that da, and every day after, 


be 
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be carefully waited foz the coming of tome of che pur: 
fuers, whom he always dirented further and fiittþer from 
the Fox, riff thep all tell into one danger oz other; as 
ſhall be ſhewed in particulars as follows, 


Ferox the Tyger was by him ſent ſo near to a Coun: 
try Millage, that all the Giltagers were up in Arms 
againff him ; but be ſtoutlp defending bimcelf, and the 
Lownſmen being afraid, eſcaped with Life, tho wound: 
ed in the Thigh, with an Arrow ſhot at him. . This 
Wound pzobed ſo grievous to bim, that pe Curſed the 

dap ot pis ſetting offt, and haſtned all be could out of 
that Kingdom ; reſolving neber mp2x to purſue the Fox: 
ſo home Je went limping as faft be could. 

Orſon the Bear was ſenf another way, but be either 
miſtaking the Directions the Badger gabe, 02 thzougb 
bis oon Careleſacſs , entring a Field inffead of a Lane 
( th2dugh which be ſhould have -paſfed ) diſturbed the 
Feaſt of ſeven oz eigbt Shepherds ſar down to Dinner 
with their Dogs by them. The Shepherds and their 
Dogs aſſault the Bear, who defends himſelf as well as 
de can, At length Orſon ſozelp bitten, and extreamſy 
wozrted with tbe Dogs, laid þimſelf down as bzeath: 
leſs. The Sbephegps ſeeing this, called off their Dogs 
and immediately put a Ring inte bis Snot ; by which; 
after they had muzled his movrd., they ( with the help 
of a Rope) tied bim to a Tree ; where after they had 
ended their Dinner, they left þim till towards Night. 
Then they ſald the Bear fo a Gentleman that kept bim foz 
bis pleaſure to be Baited with Dogs as often as pe plea- 
ſed: Ho that be lived a miſerable- Lite, wozſe than 
death it ſelf. Ship 

- Corniger the Part, having bzoke into a Park, was 
found bp the Keeper , amongſt other Parts, and Punt⸗ 
ed to Death in a few *. akter. 
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Tauro the Bull had no better foztune: foz be was 
found fighting with a Bull of that Countrep , bad a 
Rope caft about bis Pozns , was Baited with Dogs, 
and then ſold toa Butcher. . 

Hippus the Bozſe ſped not ſo ill; pet be being a Strap, 
as thep call beaſts without an Dwner ) was taken up fo2 
the Kings uſe, who kept bim among his Chariot-hozſes, 
where be was well uſed (tho a Slave ) all the daps of 
bis Life. 

Kamo the Camel had the ſame Foztune, not to be 
flain; but made a Slave he was, and conſtrained to car- 
ry beavy Burthens as long as be lived. 

Climerock the Goat ſped wozſe than theſe : foz be 
was taken among an Perd of Goats of that Countrep, 
and was ( by the Goatherd ſoon after) fingled out with 
ſome few others to be flain by the Butchers Anife. 

Grunt the Swine underwent the ſame fate, tho in 
another manner: fo2z Squire Careleſs the Pzodigal(Rey- 
nardine's Paſter , as the next Chapter ſhews ) with his 
Dogs, and other Companions of his being gone fozth 
an hunting, met bim; at the fight of whom tþep were 
greatiy ama ed, ſaying, Here's a Wild Boar | what 
fyall we do? Careleſs the Pzodigal ſa id, be of good Cheer 
- Sirs , Ill warrant pou we kill bim. So thep g failed 
tbe Boar , who ſtoutly defended hi mielt long, killed ſome - 
of the Dogs, and þurt one of the Pen; but at length, 
being run thꝛougb with a Boar-ſpear , which one of the 
"Company bad, be was quickly after killed. His dead 
bodp the Fox to his great content, ſaw it carried into 
bis Paſters Kitchin, " 

The other inkerioz Beaſts that came in purſuit of the 
Fox, were moſt of them killed foz their Skins oz 
Help ; ſome few only eſcaped to carry the News in 
ro Fcraria. ;

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Wirleſs the Aſs, the Bad:er pad not di ected to go a+ 
ny wpither but let him range where be pleaſed, judg⸗ 
ing it impoſſible he ſhould ever take the Fox. Pet in 
this he was miſtaken, foz the Aſs wandzing be knew 
not whither , came by chance to the Gate of the Back:

Ferox the Tyger in 
the mean while Ctho'oldbe was) made ſhift to kill 
two of his Allailmrs, fparing the Liſe of the third, 
upon his p2omiſe ſecretſp to kill Qu ck-fecor the Lur- 
cher, in whoſe Cuſtodp ve fato 'the Fox again — 
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Tyger's haughty Command, which be durſt not but o⸗ 
bep : but ſpake not of the Tpger's deſign to mur ther him, 
decauſe be feared he ſhould have no Witneſs ; alſo be 
thought , ſeeing the Tpger was fo bold to take away bis 
Þ21ſoner , and by other Perſons contribe his Death, 
be would not ſtick to murther thoſe , whom he bad im⸗ 
ploped to murtper him, that no Tales might be cold. 
As be thought.lo it was in effect; foz when he that ſhould 
dave killed Quick-ſcenc,was diſappointed of bis purpoſe,

tion was fully come, be was in the Foze- 
2 noon taken out of the Pziſon , not with vio⸗ 
lence and confempt_of the Pultitude (as bis*Fatber 
bad bern) but only bound as Palefactozs are wout to 
be, and very. civilly led to the place defigned foz his 
Execution. Foz ſuch was the Kings command, that 
be might ( without too great perturbation of mind) 
difclofe ali the Intregues of his fozmer Life, When 


the Bing and Nobles bad placed themſelvss as com- 


modiduſip as they could do to avoid rhaenging of the 
Pultitude, the Bing bimſelf ſpake to the Fox (ſtand⸗

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pet you will be ingenious, and acco:ding to rour 
pz9miſe, now g ive us anexact- and true thoVzief - Ac- 
count of the Tranſactions of pour whole Life; that 
in after times, when pour Piſſozy wall be read oz 
related to others, "they map take Example by por 
MWigdemeanours. J know pou cannot but be guilty 
of many þainous Crimes; therefoze J expect a free, 
true, and candid Confeſfion from you. wherein J 
bope pou will not deceive my expectation. To this 
the Fox ſad, Dzead Hoberaign, Iwil conceal nothing 
of all J bave done, oz can remember A pate done 
wozthy of blame, repzebenſion oz punichment, from 
the time of mp Fathers Treaſon, unto this dap. 
Rey nardine, faid the King, pou ſpeak well; if pou 
do as pou ſay, JI alſo will keep my word, ard pou 
ſhall die with Percy, not with any the leaſt Tozment; 
if otherwiſe. pou intend to baulk us, take what fol- 
lows; Bp theſe wozds of the Ning, the For welk 
underſiood it would be in bain fo: b'm to hope by 
Lying, ta reap any pzofit, Therefoze- ſincerely , 
and without fraud oz falacy, be began bis Speech 
as follows, 


I Reynardine , the only Son ( ſurviving Y of Reynard the 
Fox, quondam Traitor, am here now (as I jufily-de- 
ſerve ) ready to be Executed , for Crimes indeed ( long 
before this) deſerving death. For altho of my Fathers 
Treaſon I knew nothing, before the Morning, inn 
which he returned with about Four hundred Souldiers 
to his Caſtle of» Malepardas ; yet that:very Morning, 
when he ſent my Brother Holpss and my ſelf away 
with his Treaſure into the Province of Longwood, he 
told us that thoſe two perfidious Lords (as he called 
them). Slylepk the Panther, and Firrapel the Libbard, 
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had betra ved him; therefore commanded us to Pro- 
ſreute them with perpetual hatred , till we had ruined 
them$orh, This fatal Command hath been by me fa- 
r-lly Executed, as in order l purpoſe molt truly to 
declare. As touching the Treaſure , which was bound 
up in ten Packs, that wedevided equally, aſter we had- 
(as our Father cummanded ) killed the Guide that, 
conducted us into that Province. What the particu- 
la s of that Treaſure were, I never knew; nor had I 
ever any ſuch conferer.ce Cas I feigned) with 4- 
dramand the inchanter about hiding the ſame. For ir 
was not long be ore we were rob'd of all by certain 
very potent Beaſts of that Countrey , whoſe Names 
I never knew, At that time my Brother, too unſcaſon- 
ably ſtriving to defend his part of the ſame Treaſure, 
loſt his Life. Then alſo 1 fled for my own ſafety , 
and it was my good hap to go into the Dutchy of Man- 
ton, Where I found Entertainment in the Monaſtery, and 
was a'terward-admitted a Member of that ſociety; bur 
being enjoyned Penance for my Thefts there commit- 
ted, I unhappily ran away wich my Religious Habit; 
by the benefit of which Ilived very plentiſully for a time; 
yet not without abundance of Lies, and feigned pre- 
rences of Sanctity. Forl was never in all my. Life truly 
Religious; but always ſacrificed my Honeſty to my Pro- 
fit. My pretence of Religion quickly ceaſed after the loſs of 
my Religious Habit, and 1 was reduced to extream Pover- 
ty. This neceſſity forced me to adventure, naked as 
I was into this Kingdom, where (by advice of Zan; 
the Ape) I practiſed Phylick , as is very well known. 
During this Practice, I wilfully and purpoſely killed the 
Old Lord Firrapel with an Opiate Medicine, which cauſ- 
ed him to Sleep eternally. After 1. was diſcovered , I 


again went into theDutchy of Manton, and by a 1 — . 
bank's 
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bank's help, had my Tail and Ears cut off. Thus dif- 
figured I hoped to have been a ſecond time admigged in- 
tothe Monaſtery, but was diſcovered and lſed 
with ſhame. Then I haſtned hither again, and by feign- 
ed Lies got admittance into the Lord $ly-look's ſervice, 
whom I purpoſely poyſoned , mixing the Juice of Toads 
with the Diet-drink , that was made for him by Doctor 
Afino's order, My feigned lamentation for my Lords 
death, occaſioned Your Majeſty to make me one of 
your Purveyors. In this Office I had not long been, 
before I was known by Gibbrel the Cat; him I drew 
into a Snare and murdered. Awhile after came Grim- 
look the Maſtiff, whom ] (fear ing he would diſcover me) 
by Policy cauſed to drown himſelf in a Well. Not long 
after that Brindle the Maſtiff came alſo into the Forreſt 
and ſo to me; but I fuppoſing he had not known me, 
denied my true Name, and ſo put him off, that he came 
no more to me, nor ſaw I him afterward, till in your 
Majeſties preſence, where he uttered nothing touching 
me, that was not moſt true; yet to ſave my own Life, 
I denied all, and approbriouſly accuſed him, ill his 
violent fury cauſed. your Majeſty to caſt him into Priſon. 
That Night I Poyſoned him with Arſenick in Broath, 
which 1 my felf made, and carried to him, The de- 
predations I made upon Chantaclter s Kindred in Pitt- 
. wood, were only to ſuſtain my own Life, - and not out 
of malice or wantonneſs, whatſoever may be ſaid or 
thought to the contrary. And I do now here truly con- 
feſs that the Inventory I gave to your Majeſty of my Fa- 
thers Treaſure, was all a meer Fiction, containing not 
one ſyllable of Truth; but invented only to eſcape the pu- 
niſnment I then geſęrved. Alfo all and whatſoever I 
pretended yas rihght me by Adramand the Inchanter, 
was falacious and deviſed. So likewiſe were the Cir- 
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cles I made, Sacrifices offered to the Gods, and pre- 
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tended Viſions , all Devices invented for the ſame end; 
and : delude the Lurcher , now Lord 2xick-ſcent, as

accordingly Idid. After this having fled ( by the benefit 
of a great rain , which hindred his purſuing me) into 
the Kingdom of Zalap; where I well knew I could not 
be ſafe , withqut entring into the Service of ſome Inha- 
bit ant of that Countrey ; I was directed to the Palace 
of one ( Nick-named for his Prodigality) Squire C areleſs, 
with whom I dwelt almoſt three Months at my eaſe , 
and with Liberty enough. Here it was in the Back-yard 
of the Squire's Palace , that I was taken by Witleſs the 
Ass; who (too raſhly giving credit to my feigned 
Specches ) not only loſt me his Priſoner, but his own 
Liberty ever after, For he was taken and made a 


Slave bya certain Woodman, Him in a few days after, 


Iſaw (among other Aſſes his Fellow Slaves) with a 
Load of Wood upon his Back in my Maſters yard; asa 
little before, I had (een the dead Body of Grant the 
Swine , carried upen Mens Shoulders into my Maſters 
Kitchin. But this good Maſter of mine had made ſuch 
haſte to ſpend all and more than all, that he broke and 
ran away, leaving all his Slaves to the Cuſtody of New 
Maſters: by one of which | ſhould have been taken, had 
I not warily eſcaped by flight.

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manded me from him; then indeed, as I ſaid before 
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] had eſe aped, had ir not been for im. No Dread 
Sovereign, as I have ſpoken nothing but the Troth in al! 
I have ſaid, I hope your Majeſty will command m Exe- 
cut ion to he without Torture. To this the Kine, Rey- 
nadine, I do believe pou habe indeed truly declared ce 
pꝛinc ipal and moſt hainous Tranſactions of pour Life ; 
but it grieves me not a little, that ſo vile 'a alefsctez 
( as pour ſelf) ſhould die without Tozture; nevercheleſs 
foz my pꝛomiſe ſake it wall be ſo. Vet after death pour 
Body ſhall be ſevered in Parts and your Pead andMuar: 
ters expoſed to publick view, till they perifh by length 
of time that all that ſegandhehold the ſame, may by pour 
Enſample take warning. Pavirg ſaid this, be asked the 
Fox wbether be had ayp thing moze to ſap? No his the 
Fox anſwered, No, not any thing moze. hen the Cze: 
cutioner, by the Amngs Command, did pis Dffice,' After 
be was dead bis Dead was ſtricken off, his Entrails ta: 
ken out and buried; and then þis Body divided into four 
parts, which were ſet up upon Boles in the four pꝛin⸗ 
cipal places of the Fozreſt ; but bis pe ad was delivered 
to the'L 64d Firrapel to be ſet upon his Countrey-alace, 
to pew fo all; that bis Farhet was Purtbered by him, 
whoſe Head that had becu.
